'Buck Stops At The Top' Not 


True In Air Force Or Sausalito 


“The buck stops here/’ 
When Harry Truman said it, 
he meant it stopped with the 
presidency. At the top. 
It doesn't always work that 
way. 


In some cases — like the Air 
Force and like Hamilton Air 
Force Base, for instance — it 
stops near the bottom. 
And in other cases, like in 
the Sausalito School District, if 
it stops in the wrong place, 
people don't like it. 


T R EFER to the cases of 
Maj. Donald H. Tidwell and 
Sidney F. Walton Jr. 
Tidwell is the career Air 
Force officer wrho was chief of 
security at Halmiton until it 
was revealed he had allowed 
psychiatrically unstable 
air­ 
men to guard the base’s secret 
nuclear weapons as well as 
carry loaded weapons while 
dealing with the public. 
The fact that he ignored psy­ 
chiatric evaluations — saying 
other factors outweighed them 
— undermined the whole theo­ 
ry of the Air Force’s “ human 
reliability program,” a fail­ 
safe type of program designed 
to insure that only stable and 
trustworthy men are entrusted 
with the nation’s security. 
The upshot of the whole 
messy affair has been that 
Tidwell has been relieved of 
duty and the airmen probably 
will be quietly discharged. Tid­ 
well, a 17-year veteran, proba­ 
bly will be transferred and, 
Air Force people say, proba­ 
bly will never have another 
major command or promotion. 
And that will be that, as far 
as the Air Force is concerned. 
The buck will have stopped at 
the bottom.

reer Air Force men at Hamil­ 
ton, of course, is “ absolutely 
not.” Many officers in the 
“ middle management” level 
at Hamilton feel the buck 
should go right up to the men 
responsible for evaluating Tid­ 
well’s performance, judgment 
and ability to handle the ex­ 
tremely sensitive job in which 
he was put. 
Those men are Col. Donald 
H. Lynch, wing commander of 
t h e 78th Fighter-Interceptor 
Squadron, and Col. Michael J. 
Stublarec. the base command­ 
er who retires shortly. 
Some also feel that the buck 
should go even higher, to their 
commanders and those Air 
Force brasshats at the Penta­ 
gon who designed the “ human 
reliability program” w h ic h , 
we have learned very chilling­ 
ly. is not completely failsafe. 


IN SAUSALITO, the “ buck” 
I'm talking about is the educa­ 
tion of black kids, which most 
of us agree has been sadly, if 
not criminally, neglected — in 
Sausalito and throughout the 
United States. 
That buck has been ignored 
by conservatives and passed 
rapidly around by so-called 
liberals like it was a hot coal 
(as in “ The Fire Next Time” ). 
So. in Sausalito, a progres­ 
sive school board and a pro­ 
gressive school administration 
decided to pass the buck to 
someone who was willing to 
hold it. A black man. A black 
“ revolutionary.” A black mili­ 
tant. A Sid Walton. 
And listen to the howls! The 
uproar serves to reinforce a 
point Walton makes over and 
over and over in his book on 
“ The B l a c k Curriculum” : 
white America is not ready to 
accept black-directed change.

Elimination of the 10-cent toll 
for pedestrians on the Golden 
Gate Bridge was proposed yes­ 
terday by Marin County Super­ 
visor Michael Wornum. 
The annual revenue of about 
$3.500 from the dime tolls “ is 
small potatoes compared with 
the public relations benefit” of 
dropping it entirely, Wornum 
told the legislation-public rela­ 
tions committee of the bridge 
and highway district. 
Terming the toll 
“ a silly 
thing,” he said it only serves to 
irritate persons who come to en­ 
joy the bridge. He noted that no 
toll is collected from pedestri­ 
ans coming from the Marin 
side, adding “ we’re just think­ 
ing of the San Franciscans.” 
Committee chairman Lowell 
Edington of Napa County ob­ 
jected mildly that “ there are le­ 
gal opinions on free passage 
across the Golden Gate,” but 
agreed to have Wornum’s pro­ 
posal referred to the finance 
committee. 
The Golden Gate Bridge and 
Highway District’s legislation- 
public relations committee also:

Held In Logging 


Operation Danger 


SAN FRANCISCO (APi - 
The conservationist Sierra Club 
has sent a telegram to Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon warning 
him that the redwood grove he 
dedicated Wednesday to Lady 
Bird Johnson is in danger of 
destruction by logging opera­ 
tions. 
‘ Had you and your party takj 
en 188 steps more beyond the! 
dedication site,” club President 
Phillip Berry' wTote yesterday, 
“ you would have witnessed the 
current logging of Skunk Cab­ 
bage Creek, an area thought 
worthy of inclusion by the spon- 
i sor of the senate bill which 
created the park...” 
Berry called for expansion of 
the park “ as quickly as possi­ 
ble” from its present 58.000 
acres to the 90,000 park origin- 
allv proposed by the Sierra 
Club. 
He told a news conference 
that the Georgia Pacific and 
Areata Redwood companies are 
cutting as ‘quickly as possible 
into the remaining forests ad­ 
jacent to the park to prevent 
its enlargement. 


Hiring of insurance consult­ 
ants to help get more coverage 
on the Golden Gate Bridge was 
approved y e s t e r d a y by the 
bridge and highway district's 
joint rules and policy and insur­ 
ance committee. 
The district has been trying 
without success to boost its 
present $46 million structural in­ 
surance to $57 million, but the 
earthquake hazard posed by the 
adjacent San Andreas Fault has 
discouraged insurance compa­ 
nies from upping the coverage. 
The structure cost $35 million 
to complete in 1937, but w’ould 
cost at least $200 million to re­ 
place today, district officials 
have estimated. 
After hearing a parade of in­ 
surance consultants and brokers 
assure them that more coverage 
was almost certain — if they 
w’ere hired by the district — the 
committee a s k e d Gen. Mgr. 
Dale W. Luehring to review 
their proposals and to rccom 
mend 
which 
consulting firm 
should be selected, and the cost 
and extent of the service. 
Compounding the district’s in­ 
surance problems is the fact 


that it would collect the present 
$46 million structural coverage 
only if the structure were totally 
destroyed, which is considered a 
remote possibility even in the 
most severe earthquake. If less 
than totally destroyed, the cov­ 
erage is only for 40 per cent of 
the damage, thus the district 
w'ould collect only $4 million for 
each $10 million damage

Byrnes In Hospital Once Again 


T W A Leads Airlines Asking

COLUMBIA. S. C. (AP)— James F. Byrnes, former 
U.S. secretary of state and Supreme Court justice, was 
admitted to a hospital last night after suffering what 
his physican said was a heart attack. 
The 90-vear-old Byrnes, who became governor of 
South Carolina after his national service, was twice 
hospitalized earlier this year for undisclosed illnesses. 
Dr. Izard Josey, his personal p h y s i c i a n, said 
Byrnes showed some improvement an hour after he 
was admitted to Baptist Hospital. 
Dr. Josey said. “The indications are that it was a 
heart attack." Byrnes became ill at his home in Colum- ! 
bia. 
Once called the “assistant president" by Presi­ 
dent. Franklin D. Roosevelt. Byrnes served as director! 
of War Mobilization during World War II. 
He signed the United Nations Charter for the 
I nited States and served in both houses of Congress 
— 11 years in the Senate and 14 in the House. He 
served as a U.S. Supreme Court justice before joining 
the Roosevelt administration.

To School 


WASHINGTON i AP) - The 
government was Naderized this 
summer. 


After three months of “ reach­ 
ing for the cobwebs” in federal 
agencies, Ralph Nader's raid­ 
ers, crusaders, invaders, and 
graders have dispersed to their 
schools and regular jobs. 


_ Now they will put it all down 
on paper and teir the public 
what they concluded about the1 
agencies that are supposed to be 
serving the public. 
What they did this summer is : 
perhaps without precedent: 100 
o u t s i d e r s , private citizens, 
roaming through the halls and 
offices of government, putting 
operations u n d e r the micro­ 
scope, evaluating them for the 
public. 


ONLY SEVEN THEN 
Last summer. Nader's raiders 
numbered but seven. But they 
managed to shake up the Feder­ 
al Trade Commission with a re­ 
port highly critical of that agen­ 
cy's role in protecting the con­ 
sumer. 
This year, 
the s u m m e r 
project expanded to scrutinize 
the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission, the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, the Food and Drug Ad 
ministration, t h e Agriculture 
and Labor departments, and the 
air and water pollution-control 
agencies of the Departments of 
Interior and Health, Education 
and Welfare. 
Their findings, Nader says, 
are not expected until late this 
year. Before leaving the project 
this week, however, its six- 
directors and Nader issued a 
20-page indictment of the infor­ 
mation policies of many of the 
agencies, accusing them of vio­ 
lating the Freedom of Informa­ 
tion Act in letter and spirit. 


‘REACH FOR COBWEBS’ 
What they did, from June 10 
until now, Nader says, w-as to 
“ reach for the cobwebs — to 
find out how the agencies actu­ 
ally operate, to what extent they 
are carrying out their declared 
missions, and how they relate; 
among each other and with the ! 
public.” 
Nader said one of the key pur- f 
poses of the summer project 
was “ to show how much change 
can be brought about in govern­ 
ment when citizens know how to 
penetrate the secrecy of these 
agencies.” 
The investigators were stu­ 
dents and graduates of law, 
medicine and engineering from 
Harvard. Yale, Princeton, Ohio 
State and Western Reserve Uni- j 
versities and the Universities of; 
Chicago, Michigan, Pennsylvan­ 
ia and Southern California.

Stretching like a great leg from Highway 101 
011 the east to Point Reyes Station on the west is 
Sir Francis Drake Boulevard, one of M arins 
main arteries. The roadway, which carries 18.000 
cars a day, has many junctions but few more busy 
than Kentfield Corners. Here, during regular 
school session, there are 5,300 College of Marin 
students, attending day and night classes. W ork­ 


men from the Elmer J. Feethy Co. are working 
hastily to complete Phase II of the Corte Madera 
Creek flood control project by the end of Novem ­ 
ber. The college sprawls (upper left) around a 
quadrangle with Harlem Hall, due to be dem olish­ 
ed to make way for a new building in mid-October 
standing behind the service station at the corners.

Junior Achievement Needs 
Room For Its Operations 


As the J u n i o r Achievement pro­ 
gram goes into its fourth year in Ma­ 
rin, it is having problems. 


Wonder of wonders, the most press­ 
ing problems of the moment are NOT 
financial. 


Marin’s JA p r o g r a m is adminis­ 
tered from San Francisco area head- 
q u a r t e r s, as is San Mateo County's 
program. 
San Francisco a r e a headquarters 
has sufficient funds in sight to run its 
programs at present levels of develop­ 
ment for the current year. 
The big need in Marin at the mo­ 
ment is a place to conduct the pro­ 
gram. 
Junior Achievement formerly w a s 
h o u s e d in the former PG&É ware­ 
house at Second and Brooks streets in 
San R a f a e l . San Rafael Recreation 
Center, located in the same building, 
has grown to the point where it now 
utilizes all the space, leaving none for 
JA. 
Last year, JA found space in the La­ 
bor Temple, but that is not available 
this year. 
Initially in Marin, JA began opera­ 
tions in a p u b l i c school all-purpose 
room. It didn't work out well for ei­ 
ther the school or JA ; there just was 
not enough storage space to get JA 
materials out of the way for full school 
daytime use of the area. 
Charles E. Neal of San Rafael, the 
former vice p r e s i d e n t and general 
manager of Northwestern Pacific Rail­ 
road and currently a Southern Pacific 
executive in San Francisco, is among 
those attempting to find a d e q u a t e 
space for Junior Achievement opera­ 
tions in Marin. 
Charlie Neal is a man of firm de­ 
termination. When he has made up his 
mind to find a place in Marin for JA , 
he'll find one. JA need have no worry 
on that point. 
Current president of San Francisco 
Area Junior Achievement is Denman 
K. McNear, Southern Pacific vice pres­ 
ident who makes his home in Mill Val­ 
ley. 
It is easy to understand how Junior 
Achievement in Marin may in a year 
or two have its own permanent home 
in a retired, remodeled railroad pas­ 
senger car, or two. 
But finding a place to locate the 
cars and readying them for use is too 
much of a project to be completed in 
time for the year's activities about to 
begin. 
A n y b o d y with a bright idea for 


h o u s i n g JA here this year or for a 
place to situate its possible future 
more permanent home is going to get 
a warm w e 1 c o m e from Denman 
McNear and Charlie Neal. 


A GENERATION AGO, “g o i n g 
into business" was one of the most fre­ 
quently stated v o c a t i o n a l goals of 
youth. 
Today among c a r e e r intentions, 
business appeals to only a small minor­ 


ity* 
The p u r p o s e of Junior Achieve­ 
ment is to provide young people of 
high school age with opportunities to 
get first hand experience with busi­ 
ness — how it is organized, how it is 
financed, how it produces a product or 
s e r v i c e , how it markets its product, 
and how it distributes its profits (or 
makes up its losses). 
Last year four production compa­ 
nies of youngsters were organized in 
Marin. This year. Executive Director 
Roy Twyman indicates, six companies 
are p l a n n e d with the possibility of 
more if adequate space and volunteer 
advisers can be obtained. 
Thus far in Marin. Junior Achieve­ 
ment has given more than 400 youngs­ 
ters the opportunity to see first hand 
how business operates. And their view 
of business is not limited to that of 
spectators; they actually participate. 
Denman McNear summed up what 
JA is all about when he wrote recent­ 
ly1 
“Despite concern for unrest here 
at home and fear of our involvements 
o v e r s e a s , most of the youth of this 
country are seeking opportunities to 
understand and improve the American 
way. They want to extend the benefits 
of the free enterprise system, which in 
one generation has contributed more 
to advances in medicine, science, com­ 
munication and culture, and has built 
more schools, colleges, hospitals and 
libraries than all previous generations 
combined. . . . 
“Under the guidance of volunteer 
counselors, these leaders of tomorrow 
learn (to) recognize the necessity for a 
sound economy for the security of our 
country and for providing better and 
more equal opportunities to the less 
fortunate, the ill and the aged." 
May J u n i o r Achievement find a 
proper home in Marin and may it grow 
and expand in the years ahead! Our 
country needs it.

Unfair Draft, Unfair Director 


President R i c h a r d M. Nixon has 
spoken out repeatedly about inequities 
in the present draft system. He has 
sent Congress a message urging its re­ 
vision. 
Strangely, however, t h e President 
appears to be backing the very man 
most responsible for how the system 
operates: Lt. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
who was 75 years old last September 
and should have been retired under 
Selective Service rules. 
Henry J. Gwiazda, chairman of the 
Selective Service Appeals Board, has 
charged that Hershey took over con­ 
trol of the board's personnel, in viola­ 
tion of law and Selective Service rules. 
When G w i a z d a and fellow board 


member Kenneth W. Clement made 
this charge, however, the White House 
response was to ask for their resigna­ 
tions. 


The President, who says the draft is 
unfair, has thereby blocked appeals by 
those who share his belief that it is un­ 
fair. 


G e n e r a l Hershey has repeatedly 
held himself above the law, has advo­ 
cated using the draft as a form of pun- 
i s h m e n t, and has blocked efforts to 
make it work more equitably. 


Strange that President Nixon, who 
recognizes the faults in the draft, does 
nothing about the man most responsi­ 
ble!

For Androids 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 
1971-model androids are coming 
off the drawing boards. 


One is a dentist-training robot 
that can bleed, say “ ouch’’ and 
jerk its head when the drill hits 
a “ nerve.“ 


Another, far more sophisticat­ 
ed. will be subjected in the 
name of medicaT science to just 
about every kind of indignity 
doctors can tell nurses to perpe­ 
trate. 


The 
androids—computerized 
automatons fashioned in human 
form—are the latest in a series 
of life-size simulators designd to 
speed the training of physicians, 
dentists and nurses and at the 
same time eliminate the possi­ 
bility of harm to human patients 
during the learning process. 


b r a in c h il d r e n 
They are the brainchildren of 
bioengineer Don F. Carter, one 
of the creators of Sim One, a 
$275,000 simulator used experi­ 
mentally since 1967 to train 
anesthesiologists at the Univer­ 
sity of Southern California. 


Sim One, a 6-foot-2, 195-pound ' 
robot with plastic flesh and alu­ 
minum bones, gives human-like 
reactions to anesthetic gases 
and to intubation, a delicate 
procedure which can damage I 
living tissue if improperly per- ' 
formed. 


Carter’s dentist-trainer. being 
made at similar cost for the 
U.S. Public Health Service, will 
have replaceable teeth that can 
be drilled and filled, a tongue to 
get in the way of instruments, 
and gums that will swell if in­ 
jected improperly. 


He’ll bleed if cut. Saliva will 
gather in his mouth and have to 
be sucked away by an aspirator. 
His breath will fog the student- 
dentist’s mirror. 


By COMPUTER 
All these real-life situations 
are programmed into a comput­ 
er and can be called into play 
bv an instructor. 


Carter says the dental simula­ 
tor will be finished in about 18 
months. He expects hundreds of 
them eventually will be in use in 
dentaT schools over the country. 
Another Carter project is a | 
whole-body simulator designed 
' for training nurses. 
With it 
they'll be able to practice taking 
pulse, temperature and blood 
pressure; give injections and 
take blood samples; catheterize 
bladder 
and 
heart; 
record 
heartbeats and brain waves; ad­ 
minister 
oxygen, 
even 
stick 
tubes into the throat and bowels 
through incisions. 


Incorporating techniques per­ 
fected in earlier robots, 
the 
nurse-trainer will have a net­ 
work 
of 
liquid-filled 
plastic 
tubes to simulate blood vessels, 
a pneumatic system to provide j 
a pulse, and hundreds of tiny 
pressure transducers to gener­ 
ate electronic signals which will 
make it move as if in pain. 


CRASH DUMMIES 
Carter, now working for the 
U.S. Public Health Service, got 
started in human simulation 
through 
designing 
auto 
and 
plane crash dummies. 
“ These are not dummies,” 
Carter says of his androids. 
“ They’re smarties. They're bet­ 
ter 
than 
human patients 
in 
many respects. The student can 
go over and over a procedure 
until he learns it—which you 
can’t do with human patients. 
The robot gives you an immedi­ 
ate reaction to treatment even if 
anesthetized. And he can be pro­ 
grammed to simulate any set of 
symptoms—the student doesn’t 
have to wait for the right pa­ 
tient to come along so he can 
practice treating a disease.”

Unusual Approach To Solving Church s Finances 


A recreation d i s t r i c t that 
wants a center tor its activities 
and a church that is in a finan­ 
cial bind hope to solve their 
problems mutually in Santa Ve- 
netia. 
The Gallinas Milage Com­ 
munity Services District board 
is negotiating for the purchase 
of the Santa Yenetia Presbyteri­ 
an Church, which it would use 
for adult craft classes, teen-age 
activities and senior c i t i z e n 
meetings during the week, and 
which the church congregation 
would use Sundays and occa­ 
sionally during the week. 


The district, which has de­ 
veloped parks in Santa Vene- 
tia, now rents the church on a 
single use basis but wants to 
buy the building and lease it 
back to the congregation, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Marguerite F. 
Clark, district secretary. The 
price being discussed is $80,- 
000. according to representa­ 
tives of the church and CSD. 


The church decided to sell its 
17-year-old b u i l d i n g when it 
found it could not maintain it 
and its community program at 
the same time, according to 


Don ,J. Saver, an elder of the 
church. 
Up until 18 months ago the 
church received $2000 support 
money from the Synod of the 
Golden Gate but at that time de­ 
cided to refuse further aid be­ 
cause “ there should be a limit 
to handouts.“ says Sayer. 
The church thought it could 
carry its own weight but with 
the retirement of Rev. Aaron 
Miller a year ago Rev. Claire 
M. Croughan. a pastor for seven 
years in Novato and presently a 
mechanical engineer at Hamil­ 
ton Air Force Base, was hired 


month. 


“We’re not in any financial 
trouble,“ states Sayer, “but 


the work of the church is 
serving the people of the com­ 
munity, not maintaining build­ 
ings.“ 


The building needs pamtmg. 
and loose doors and broken win­ 
dows need to be repaired, he 
said. 
The 150-member congregation 
also faces two mortgages on the 
building, a $5,000 bank mort­ 


gage which is being paid off and 
a $15,000 one held by the synod, 
which has had no money paid 
on it. according to Sayer. 
Whether the church should 
continue as a body if its build­ 
ing is sold will be determined 
by the Presbytery of the Red­ 
woods, which includes Marin 
County, according to a spokes­ 
man for the presbytery. It is 
also the presbytery that is nego­ 
tiating with the CSD over the 
sale. 


This double use arrangement 
is not unusual for small Presby­ 


terian churches and many con­ 
gregations do not own their own 
buildings, according to Merton 
Muzzy, property negotiator for 
the synod. 


There is no similar arrange­ 
ment in Marin County but the 
St. 
A n d r e w 
Presbyterian 
Church in Marin City allows 
the Head Start program and 
other pre-school programs to 
be held in its building, which 
it owns. 


The Santa Venetia church has 
movable seats in the sanctuary 
and has offices and classrooms. 


The CSD owns the lot next to 
the church at 635 Adrian Way 
and this would be developed as 
a park, as well as the lot on the 
other side of the church if the 
Las Gallinas Sanitary District, 
its owner, gives its approval. 
No c h a n g e s are presently 
planned for altering the physi­ 
cal structure of the church but 
the district would have a master 
plan for potential use drawn if it 
is purchased, Mrs. Clark said. 
The main point now of the ne­ 
gotiations is whether the CSD 
wants to incur such a sizable in­ 
debtedness, according to Sayer.

BUCHAREST (UPI) - Little 
Romania finds itself in the bi­ 
zarre position of being sought as

Political observers here doubt

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Getting The 
Kids Safely 
To School 


Bus Drivers, State Patrol 
Share Big Responsibility 


By BRUCE COLEMAN 


“ When the children get on my 
bus they say, ‘T h e r e ’s the 
crab.'” 
Lena Blaski, one of 20 women 
bus 
drivers for 
the Novato 
School District, believes that 
her s t r i c t disciplinarian ap­ 
proach pays off in keeping order 
on a bus full of children. 
She enjoys w o r k i n g with 
youngsters, she said, but if 
there is funny business, the stu­ 
dent may well have to find an­ 
other way of getting to school. 
The same philosophy seems to 
work for Manuel Silva, Mill Val­ 
ley School District bus driver on 
the long and serpentine Moun­ 
tain Home run. 
“ I’M CALLED the mean bus 
driver,” said Silva. “ I ’m very 
stern because kids get hurt in a 
bus and this is something I 
don't want. . . . I ’m a little 
tough with them. They have to 
obey. I don’t allow them to get 
up, stand on the seats or stick 
their arms out of the windows.” 
Mechanics are tuning up Ma­ 
rin County’s 130 large coaches 
and many m i n i -b u s e s these 
summer days to prepare for the 
opening of school. 
In the public school system, 
Reed, 
Laguna and Shoreline 
School District pupils return 
Tuesday; Dixie and San Rafael, 
Thursday; Ross, Novato, Tam- 
alpais, Lincoln and the College 
of Marin, Sept. 8, and all the 
rest Sept. 10. 
PRIVATE SCHOOLS open as 


early as Tuesday for Catholic 
schools who follow the archdi­ 
ocesan calendar and as late as 
Sept. 10 for San Rafael’s Three 
R 
Schools. 
(Catholic schools 
which do not choose to follow 
the church’s calendar are to 
start when public schools in 
their respective areas begin.) 
In Marin County last school 
year buses carried students a 
distance of 1,553,680 miles with 
no injury accidents, according 
to school bus officer Ted E. 
McGuire of the California High­ 
way Patrol. 
McGuire said the highway pa­ 
trol. keenly interested in bus 
safely, stresses three points: 


INSPECTION of vehicles to 
guard against mechanical de­ 
fects. careful screening of driv­ 
ers and training of pupils so 
they will comply with safety 
precautions. 
The H i g h w a y Patrol is 
charged by the state to test and 
license bus drivers and inspect 
all buses from top to bottom. 
Drivers must pass a written 
test of 100 questions with a 
grade of 04 per cent or better. 
They must take an oral exam 
w hich stresses Uie driver’s abili­ 
ty to get along with children. 
In addition, they must pass a 
driver’s test, a physical exami­ 
nation and earn the American 
Red Cross standard first aid 
card or equivalent test given by 
the highway patrol. No one is

hired who has been convicted of 
immoral acts, said the officer. 


MeGUIRE SAID he plans a 
training class for school bus of­ 
ficers this year, the second CHP 
one to be given. Some school dis­ 
tricts have their own training 
classes and one private bus 
company. Patchett’s Bus and 
Transpcrtation Co. of San Ra­ 
fael, also has its own classes. 
McGuire inspects every bus — 
about 110 public and 20 private 
— in Marin twice every 13 
months. Buses are checked at 
the school districts, and the sur­ 
vey covers everything from the 
horn and defrost system to 
tires, wheels, brakes and grease 
accumulation. 
Undercarriage 
inspections began in 1967. 


When a Marin school bus driv­ 
er was forced to ditch his bus — 
although no injuries took place 
— evidence showed that there 
had been i m p r o p e r mainte­ 
nance, McGuire reported. As a 
result, the school district has 
gone to leasing buses, he said. 


IN JUNE OF this year a test­ 
ing program was conducted by 
a University of California at Iv0.s 
Angeles study group as part of 
a 17-year research program in 
v e h i c u l a r safety. Accidents 
were simulated using real vehi­ 
cles but dummy school children 
to see how to make school buses 
more safe. 
The Highway Patrol issues in­ 
formation regularly to school 
districts state-wide to b r i n g 
trouble areas to the districts’ at-

tention. Corrections are made, 
if need be, to particular models 
of vehicles, McGuire said. 
In extreme cases a bus is de­ 
clared unsafe and a “ Stop Use” 
order issued by the patrol. 


MOST OF Marin 
County’s 
school bus drivers are women 
with the Novato School District 
drivers all being females. 
“ They do a better job,” said 
Lee Avilla, Novato director of 
transportation. “ For one reason. 
I don’t hire anybody unless they 
are married and have a fami­ 
ly.” 
“ Secondly,”

“ they handle so many youngsters 
that the kids respect them as 
they would their own mother. 
Normally, a woman can com­ 
municate better w i t h elem­ 
entary school youngsters than 
a man.

drivers. She is in her 17th year 
in the district — one of the 
county’s largest — which has 20 
drivers, 17 large coaches and 
two mini-buses. 
The Marin County Schools Of­ 
fice has the largest number of 
buses — 29. It also has the larg­ 
est area to cover — the whole 
county — but buses only special 
education students. 
It has 24 vans and station wa­ 
gons and five large coaches. 
The drivers carry 350 pupils, 
ages 3 to 21. all of whom are 
picked up at their doors and a 
number of whom are in wheel­ 
chairs. 


BUSING IN fiscal year 1908-69 
cost the county schools office 
$183.000 or one-seventh of the to­ 
tal $1.382.191 budget. 
Asst. Supt. Stanley H. Friese 
b e l i e v e s the main trend in 
school busing is to convert the 
present multi-systems into one 
a g e n c y such as the county 
schools office. Legislation was 
introduced this year to create 
such a changeover but failed, he 
said. 
Another trend in school bus­ 
ing. in McGuire’s view, is that 
the districts are cutting back on 
busing due to costs. He cited 
Tamalpais High School District 
which has a proposal before the 
board to charge students for 
busing and the fact that the San 
Rafael Board of Education, in 
budget cuts, dropped 10 of its 20 
buses recently. 


TAMALPAIS 
District 
now 
runs only one bus. It contract<=. 
according to business director 
Frank A. Cassou, for other bus­ 
es either through Greyhound or 
Herbert R. Wade. Wade, a for­ 
mer Tamalpais School District 
bus driver, now operates four 
buses of his own under the Ma­ 
rin City Transportation Co. ban­ 
ner. 


There is a trend toward diesel 
power school buses and away 
from gasoline power, because 
operation and maintenance of a 
diesel engine is less, John A 
T h o m s o n , San Rafael City 
Schools d i r e c t o r of mainte­ 
nance, reported. 


The diesel conventional buses 
cost a little over $9,000. A diesel 
transit bus — which is easier to 
handle, has a shorter turning 
radius and a longer life usually 
— costs about $21,000, Thomson 
explained.

“Stop When Red Lights Flash­ 
ing” signs are required by new 
law on the rear of buses, but 
one thing that remains constant 
is the bright yellow paint all 
around. 


And another constant is that 
the buses always seem to go 
through — like the mail. Asked 
if snow or rocks or rain held up 
the Mill Valley Air Force Sta­ 
tion’s bus last winter, Capt. 
Robert A. Lewis, acting com­ 
mander, r e p l i e d : “ We went 
through all kinds of weather last 
winter but, fortunately, the days 
of snow and slippery roads, fell 
on the weekends.”

For Marin

“ San Rafael police reported 
five bicycle t hef t s yesterday 
»1 


So began a news story in a 
recent issue of the Indepen- 
dent-Journal. 
While five such thefts in a 
24-hour period in a single city 
represented an unusual toll of 
bikes, it is indicative of a chron­ 
ic problem with all Marin po­ 
lice. 
City p o l i c e throughout the 
(ounty indicate that Marins 
"strayed or stolen” bicycle rate 
as reflected in their reports ex­ 
ceeds one a day. And there are 
other bikes “ borrowed,” aban­ 
doned and more quickly re­ 
covered that never result in 
such reports. 


WITH THE number of bikes 
in the county estimated conserv­ 
atively at between 30,000 and 
40,000, sheer n u m b e r s alone 
present police with a formidable 
problem. 
But that problem is com­ 
pounded by the absence of a 
really comprehensive bike-licens­ 
ing and registration program 
covering the entire county. 
Some towns and cities have 
local ordinances that are en­ 
forced with varying degrees of 
rigidity. Others have no such re­ 
quirements at all. 


A YEAR AGO the Peter Pan 
Chapter of the Children’s Home 
Society set out to fill that void 
by inaugurating its “ Marin Bike 
I D. Program” project. 
Mrs. Robert M. Bramman of 
Tiburon, a past president re­ 
cently recognized with an award 


for 10 years of outstanding serv­ 
ice to the Children’s Home So­ 
ciety, originated the idea. 
She explains: “ We were de­ 
termined that our chapter, now 
21 years old, should develop 
some more meaningful and use­ 
ful fund-raising method than the 
u s u a l bridge-luncheon-fashion 
show circuit. And when several 
women appeared before the Ma­ 
rin County Board of Supervisors 
to urge a county-wide bicycle li­ 
censing program, a request that 
couM not then be fulfilled for 
budgetary reasons, we saw that 
as our opportunity.” 


THE 46 WOMEN of the Peter 
Pan Chapter began investigat­ 
ing the need for such a pro­ 
gram. 
They found that stolen and 
misplaced bicycles were thorns 
in the sides of not only police 
departments, but school person­ 
nel, recreation directors and 
parents as well. 
Summer, they learned, is the 
busiest season for bike thefts. 
There are lulls in the spring and 
in the autumn. And„ then at 
Christmas time, for a short pe­ 
riod, the disappearing bike rate 
hits its highest peak of the year. 


POLICE TOLD them: “ Lost 
and abandoned bicycles stack 
up monthly and present us with 
storage problems. And we must 
devote much time to directing 
owners of missing bikes to all 
the various police departments 
in the county, since there is no 
one central clearing house.” 
Said County Schools Supt. Vir­ 
gil Hollis: “ The administrators

For each 
bike registered a detailed infor­ 
mation card would be filled out 
for a master file which would 
cover the entire county and thus 
make available to all*police de­ 
partments from one c e n t r a l 
source on a 24-hour basis the 
identities of the registered cy­ 
cles’ owners. 


EACH BIK E owner who regis­ 
ters his .property is supplied 
with a reflective, n u m b e r e d 
sticker, a duplicate of the regis­ 
tration form and an ownership 
card with printed instructions 
on how to use the Marin Bike 
I.D. Program if his bike is last, 
or it he finds the bike of another 
person. 
Registrations began in Marin­ 
wood in April, 19f>8. There have 
also been licensing teams at 
work in Santa Venetia, at three 
K e n t f i e 1 d School 
District 
schools, at three L a r k s p u r 
School District schools, at sev­ 
eral San Rafael City Schools, and 
at two bike rodeos conducted by 
radio station KTLM.

Strumming

Scotland Is 
Great For 
Fishermen 


NOTES TO TRAVEL BY 


Not every Scotsman is a fish­ 
erman, and what a shame! 
For Scotland is one of the an­ 
glers’ dream countries, with 
great expanses of mountain and 
moor where rivers rush and 
tumble over the rocks. 
The great salmon rivers are 
the Tweed, the Aberdeenshire 
Dee which flows through the 
Queen’s Balmoral estate, the 
Spey and the Tay. Here are a 
number of fine hotels which can 
arrange fishing for their guests. 
It is best though, to book 
months in advance for these fa­ 
mous rivers. 


THE REA L delight of Scot­ 
land is that for each of these 
r e n o w n e d names there are 
hundreds of rivers, lochs and 
burns, p r o v i d i n g first-class 
sport and not at all expensive. 
The trout fishing is as good as 
the salmon fishing, and even 
more plentiful. 
The season for trout is March 
15 to Oct. 6; salmon usually Feb. 
11 to Oct. 31, (varied for differ­ 
ent rivers). 
Then there’s fishing for pike, 
perch, grayling and other fresh­ 
water species during the rest of 
the year. The record Scottish 
pike weighed almost 43 pounds. 
It is simpler to fish in Scot­ 
land than in England; there’s 
no license. 


IN SOME OF the remote 
areas of Scotland, and in cer­ 
tain lochs, there is no charge at 
all for fishing. However, per­ 
mission is necessary. Always 
ask to whom the fishing be­ 
longs; at your hotel, or an inn, 
post office or shop. 
The Scots are a courteous

people with great sympathy and 
kindness for sportsmen, and you 
will often make lasting friends. 
For salmon fishing try Loch 
Awe, in Argyllshire, near the 
center of the beautiful Scottish 
west coast. Here salmon, sea 
trout and brown trout may cast 
you nothing except boat hire. 


FOR SUPER brown trout, go 
to the Orkney Islands, north of 
the Scottish mainland. The trout 
average three quarters of a 
pound, and sport is good from 
April through August. 
The sea trout fishing is excit­ 
ing farther north in the Shet­ 
lands. It takes place in the sea 
lochs, called “ voes,” and is at 
its best in August and Septem­ 
ber. Much of the fishing is free, 
with permission from the own­ 
ers. 
In mainland Scotland, the es­ 
tuary of the Ythan also offers 
outstanding sport with sea trout. 
In Aberdeenshire, north of the 
Royal Dee, some of the fishing 
is owned by a hotel. Charges 
are low — only seven shillings, 
six pence to 15 shillings — per 


day according to the stretch of 
water you choose. 


MOST TROUT fishing and 
salmon fishing is with artificial 
fly, except in heavy water, or a 
pleasant way to learn local fish­ 
ing is to take one of the angling 
courses organized by the Scot­ 
tish Council of Physical Recrea­ 
tion (4 Queensferry Street, Ed­ 
inburgh, 2), with centers on the 
Tweed, Tay and Spey. 
The Scottish Tourist Board's 
“ Scotland for Fishing’’ gives 
much useful information on ho­ 
tels which have fishing waters.

October Switzerland “ turns on'’ 
in the spirit of Mardi Gras. 
Wine festivals, among the big­ 
gest attractions of the fall sea­ 
son, are held throughout the 
country.While the event was 
created to celebrate the climax 
of cultivation and months of 


dawn-to-dusk labor, the Swiss 
have made it into a lavish and 
merry spectacle. 
Vintagers who pick the grapes 
and press them into wine leave 
the valleys and come to resort 
centers to participate in a pag­ 
eant of song, dancing and pa­ 
rades.

Just as there never was a 
Manchurian candidate for the 
U. S. presidency and Richard 
Condon therefore invented him 
for an earlier novel, so there 
was never an Edward Courance 
West who “ invented Prohibi­ 
tion’' for the express purpose ot 
manufacturing illegal liquor and 
all its concommitant evils — 
gangsterism, corruption, mur­ 
der and the Mafia, as w'ell as 
several billions of dollars for his 
own pocket. 
This was a pretty cute idea 
Condon had — concocting West, 
his Irish-Catholic ancestry and 
his descendants. And like his 
earlier best-seller it will make a 
thrilling movie if properly cast, 
directed and exploited. 
Condon is what is often called 
“ a hell of a writer," which, in 
this context, means that he is 
literate, 
well-informed 
(about 
Prohibition and its history, for 
example), and he is a profes­ 
sional when it comes to spinning 
a racy narrative, working up 
suspense, holding the reader’s 
attention to the end and turning 
out a slick job of novel-making. 
This makes for success as a 
public entertainer and Condon 
therefore lives very well in a 
villa in Switzerland these days. 


Should he—or we—ask for more 
than this? There is reason to be­ 
lieve we should, for a man with 
such obvious gifts should be 
more than a public entertainer 
and there is plenty of evidence 
that he could be much more 
than that, and still make a for­ 
tune for himself. 
For the way he goes about it, 
neither “ The Manchurian Candi­ 
date” nor “ Mile High” is a solid 
achievement either in under­ 
standing or putting down on pa­ 
per the nature of the human 
condition, past, present or fu­ 
ture. For Condon is glib and 
slick rather than solid, and de­ 
liberately superficial r a t h e r 
than profound. 
There are moments in “ Mile 
High” in which Edward Cour- 
ance West almost comes to life 
as a human being — but then 
Condon slops over and makes it 
plain that West is so unmitigat­ 
ed a monster that what he does

becomes 
totally 
unbelievable 
and a carefully constructed plot 
running three generations top­ 
ples over into sheer melodrama. 
Yet, in WTest, he had hold of a 
character who is a sort of cross 
between the late William Ran­ 
dolph Hearst and the present 
Kennedy patriarch. 
Sometimes 
Condon 
doesn’t 
even seem to care whether we 
believe his story or not, he is so 
careless. What, for example, 


could be more convenient than 
that the black heroine’s mother 
should have worked for West 
d e c a d e s before and kept a 
scrapbook about his nefarious 
activities, which not only includ­ 
ed rape and brutal beatings of 
hired prostitutes but also mur­ 
der? 
And 
what 
more 
contrived 
than that her daughter. Mayra, 
should become the bride of 
West’s younger son. Waft, whom 


the father has refused to see 
since he was born because his 
birth “ k ille d ” West’s wife, 
whom he both h a t e d and 
adored? 
Save your $6.95 on this one 
and wait for the movie. 
Just as the filmed “ Man­ 
churian Candidate” was better 
than the novel, so will “ Mile 
High” look much better after a 
good screenwriter and director 
get to work on it.

in March, 1966, the San Fran­ 
cisco Theological Seminary in 
San Anselmo and the University 
of California at Berkeley spon­ 
sored a three-day symposium on 
biblical archaeology, featuring 
papers presented by l eadi ng 
delvers into biblical ruins, and 
by prominent scholars of an­ 
cient writings. 
Twelve papers from that sym­ 
posium. brought up to 1969 and 
edited by David Noel Freed­ 
man, dean of faculty at the 
seminary, and Jonas C. Green­ 
field, professor of Semitic lan­ 
guages at Berkeley, are the es­ 
sence of this book — together 
with some fascinating illustra­ 
tions. 
A layman can get some enjoy­ 
ment from chapters of this book 
but much or it will appeal only 
to the scholar steeped in the 
controversies of the origin and 
interpretation of the Bible and 
in ancient Mideastern history. 
The results of 20 years of 
delving into the famous Dead 
Sea Scrolls are reviewed, and 
findings in Qumran, ancient re­

The Church And Rome In Time 
Of Turmoil And Of Crises 


By DON KEOWN 


The English historian E. R. 
Chamberlain undertook a most 
difficult and delicate task when 
he chose to recreate those tur­ 
bulent and colorful years of the 
Roman Catholic Church that be­ 
gan in the 10th Century and 
ranged into the 16th Century. 
These were years rich in his­ 
torical significance, but rela- 
l i v e l y scant in trustworthy 
chronicling. 
Yet Chamberlain’s “The Bad 
Popes” is a total success, one of 
the outstanding feats of history- 
writing of recent years. 
Immense research effort has 
gone into the book. Neverthe­ 
less, gaps in the record still ex­ 
ist. Where they do, Chamberlain 
frankly admits the situation and 
then offers us his best educated 
surmisals. 
A shadow'y. confused era is 
thus illuminated as it rarely has 
been before. 
Chamberlain focuses 
his at­ 
tentions primarily upon seven 
pontiffs who were by no means 
among the more pious rulers of 
the Church. 
He begins with John X II, both 
prince of Rome and pope of the 
church, a most dissolute mon­ 
arch with an insatiable craving 
for gambling and sex, and an 
active sponsor of ruffian gangs. 
There follow Benedict IX of 
the same House of Theophact 
and equally immoral, a pope 
who finally sold the papacy for 
1.500 pounds of gold as his 
crowning 
indignity; 
Boniface 
V III, ardent practitioner of ava­ 
rice, simony and nepotism who 
began what was to become the 
popular practice of family ag­ 
grandizement; Urban VI, bru­ 
tish, tyrannical, violent; Alex­ 
ander VI, plotter, father of the 
yet craftier Cesare and Lucre- 
zia Borgia, subservient to his 
corrupt son; Leo X of the House 
of Medici, 
self-indulgent, ex-

travagant and shortsighted, and 
finally Clement VII, 
another 
Medici, dour, morose, indecisive, 
greedy, double-dealing, and the 
man who brought Rome to ulti­ 
mate disaster in its occupation 
and sacking by the Spaniards 
and Germans while Lutheran­ 
ism spread like wildfire among 
Europeans disillusioned and dis­ 
gusted by excesses and failures 
in Rome. 
Not all these men were totally 
bad. Some had their virtues, 
and even good intentions. And in 
among them came other popes, 
some good, some weak, some 
nonenities. But it was these.sev- 
en who were destined to be in 
power at fateful times when the 
great Church made its downhill 
lurches, a trend not halted until 
after the Reformation. 
Generally 
these men 
were 
more politicians than theolo- 
gists, more interested in materi­ 
al riches and in governing pow­ 
er than in religion or spiritual 
matters. 
They were more representa­ 
tive of their times than of their 
office, being little better or little 
worse than the temporal mon- 
archs who were their contempo­ 
raries and with whom they often 
vied — sometimes in war — for 
supremacy. I n d e e d , pope of 
Church and prince of state were 
sometimes one and the same. 
And often the pope determined 
who should occupy the throne in 
other cities and states, deciding 
frequently in favor of the mem­ 
bers of his owm family. There 
was a continuous struggle for 
domination of European politics 
between pope and emperor of 
the Holy Roman Empire, with 
sometimes one and sometimes 
the other on top. 
It was a time of grandeur and 
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FLASHBACK by Roger Doo­

This story will be entertaining 
not only for mystery buffs but 
also for fans of silent movie 
days. 
The book is set in the Holly­ 
wood of today but is peopled 
primarily with aging stars of

The death of Juan Madero 
leads to a tangled web which in­ 
volves not only stars who exist 
only in the imagination of the 
author but also (briefly men­ 
tioned) those who actually did 
make names in silent movies. 
The characters also include a 
charming young French actress 
and a nice young man whose 
career is writing about the mov­ 
ies. 
Particularly entrancing is the 
bar which is the gathering place 
forr ‘the old screen' stars and 


of decay, of opulence and of 
squalor, of diplomacy and of 
conflict, of some accomplish­ 
ment and greater turmoil. Cham­ 
berlain has woven all this into 
one rich and magnificent tapes­ 
try, his final product giving up 
one of our clearest pictures of a 
period that has often been ignor­ 
ed or misunderstood. 
His narration is brisk and lit­ 
erate, his judgments entirely 
fair and reasonable. He gives 
us a picture of a great institu­ 
tion brought to the brink of dis­ 
aster by the ambitions, moral 
weaknesses, h u m a n frailties, 
lusts of the men who seized or 
were handed its reins. It also 
gives us a picture of a Church 
whose role in history and whose 
service to humanity and spiritu­ 
al meaning were so great that it 
survived that inept or corrupt 
leadership to eventually, under 
more inspirational popes, regain 
much of its old splendor, status, 
influence and authority. It is, in 
short, a marvelous example of 
the work of an inspired histori­ 
an. 


“ POLITICAL History of Latin 
America” (Funk & Wagnalls, 
$7.95) by Connecticut College 
Professor 
of 
History Ronald 
Glassman, which reads a little 
too much like the standard text­ 
book to attract a popular read­ 
ership, is nevertheless an im­ 
portant contribution to scholar­ 
ship on that turbulent region. 
Glassman concludes his tracing

lords still dominated the land, 
and though Spain’s monopoly 
had been broken, new foreign 
interests — rather than indigen­ 
ous commercial classes — still 
controlled trade and comm-T- 
cial enterprises.

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The Overlooked Bulbs 


In 
another couple of weeks 
the new so-called “ cape bulbs” 
should be arriving in Marin 
County nurseries. 
It is, then, none too early to 
begin planning and preparing 
the soil for these small beauties.' 
Too often the Freesia, the Jxia 
and the Sparaxis are overlooked 
by Marinites in their enthusi­ 
asm for the larger and more fa­ 
miliar bulb flowers. But this 
should not be. Fop these three 
thrive in Marin, and they are 
unsurpassed in the brilliance 
and the p r o f u s i o n of their 
blooms. 


IT IS A good idea to plant the 
cape bulbs in the early fall so 
that sturdy growth can be ac­ 
complished before winter ar­ 


rives. 
Also, if you visit the nursery 
in mid-September, you should 
have your pick of the bulbs as 
to quality. You’ll have a wider 
choice as to colors, too. 
The Freesias, for instance, 
come in appealing pastel colors. 
And the trumpet-shaped blooms 
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are most pleasingly fragrant. 


PLANT THESE early bloom­ 
ers in a sunny, well-drained lo­ 
cation. 
The flowers of the Ixia are 
cup-shaped and come in such 
unusual color combinations as 
orange and arriber with a brown 
center, white with c a r m i n e 
markings, 
and 
crimson 
with 
maroon marks. 
These also like sun and good 
drainage. They will bloom from 
late April into early June. 


THE BLOOMS of the Sparaxis 
aren’t large, but they are so 
vivid they fairly sparkle in the 
garden. Their colors — orange, 
mauve, red, etc. — provide you 
with an opportunity to achieve 
some spectacular accents. 
All 
these cape bulbs, along 
with being ideal border sub­ 
jects, also provide flowers for 
cutting. Thus not only do they 
give you a cheery touch in the 
garden, but inside, as bouquets, 
they serve e q u a l l y well as 
brighteners.

A CHECKLIST FOR MARIN GARDENERS 


Here is the Marin gardener’s 
checklist for the coming week: 


* Begin tapering off on your 
watering of lilacs and peonies, if 
temperatures permit, so that 
they will go dormant early and 
thus promote better and more 
abundant flowers next spring. 


* Thin

your grape vines to admit light 
to the heart of the plant. 


* * Feed 
roses 
this 
coming 
week and y o u '11 get more 
blooms with more vivid colors 
during the autumn. 


* Young trees need more fre­ 
quent watering than mature 
specimens. Build a basin around 
thjse trees to halt the wasteful 
run-off of irrigation water. 


* This is a good time to 
check your nursery for early- 
arriving 
winter-blooming 
a n- 
nuals and perennials. Set them 
out now and they will be estab­ 
lished by winter. 


^ C o n t i n u e to clip spent 
blooms from your hydrangeas. 


^ Although September is on 
hand, don’t lex up in your water­ 
ing program. Remember that 


September and O c t o b e r fre­ 
quently bring us some of our 
hottest days. 


* Don’t “ over-mow” the lawn 
in the late summer. Set the 
blades somewhat higher than 
ordinary. And don’t mow quite 
so frequently. Otherwise, you’ll 
have brown spots. 


* Delphiniums are a perenni­ 
al worthy of your special consid­ 
eration for planting at this time 
of the year. 


v0 Keep lawn raked and free 
of the leaves that are beginning 
to be shed by trees.

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Because hardboard, especially 
the tempered kind, is so tough, 
there 
is 
a 
tendency 
among 
non-users to believe that it takes 
some special kind of skill to 
handle it. 
Actually, it can be cut and 
worked with ordinary carpenter 
tools using standard woodwork­ 
ing methods. Which isn’t too 
surprising, 
since it 
is made 
from logs that have been con­ 
verted to chips, then to wood fi­ 
bers, 
bonded 
together 
under 
heat and pressure. 


All 
materials 
can 
be 
cut. 
drilled and fastened much more 
easily by observing certain fun- 
d a m e n t a l s . This applies to 
wood, metal, plastic or anything 
else, including hardboard. 
Here are some tips that will 
enable you to get the best re­ 
sults when using hardboard in a 
project: 
When cutting straight edges 
with a cross-cut handsaw, use 
one with eight to 12 teeth per 
inch. 
When using a circular 
power saw. a cross-cut or com­ 
bination blade will handle most 
jobs, but if extensive cutting is 
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to be done, a carbide tip blade 
is best. 
Hardboard can be drilled with 
both 
hand 
and 
power 
tools, 
using standard bits. Work into 
the finished side of the pane! 
and support the work with a 
block of wood or other soft ma­ 
terial. 
For interior nailing, 3d finish 
nails, galvanized, are preferred. 
Annular-thread 
o r 
ring-grove 
hardboard nails also may be 
used. Nail the center of the pan­ 
el first and work toward the 
edges. Nail at least one-fourth 
cf an inch from the panel edges. 
In using a screw or bolt, a 
hole should be drilled to accom­ 
modate the shank of the fasten­ 
er. For attaching hinges and 
h a r d w a r e , use sheet metal 
screws after pre-drilling holes 
slightly smaller than the screw 
diameter. 
In fastening hardboard with 
an adhesive, use a tileboard or 
panel waterproof type. Adhesive 
intended only for acoustical tile 
lacks enough strength to sup­ 
port the hardboard. 
When 
using 
staples, 
select 
those with narrow crowns and 
divergent points. The staples 
should be at least a half inch 
longer than the thickness of the 
board. Recommended spacing is 
four to six inches. 
Hardboard may be bent to 
shape. 
For large-radius bends, which 
are to be permanently support­ 
ed by a frame, fasten one edge 
to the frame, then bend gradual­ 
ly, fastening to the frame as 
you go. Never start at the cen­ 
ter of the bend. For tight-radius 
bends, wet or soak the hard­ 
board first. 
Panels should never be butted 
tightly together. They should be 
brought only to moderate con­ 
tact. 
When using hardboards 
that are patterned so the edges 
blend into the over all pattern of 
the board when brought togeth­ 
er, leave a space between the 
panels the thickness of a match- 
book cover.

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THE G A R A G E pictured above w as an eyesore, a bedraggled 
period piece, unused, taking up valu able space and detract­ 
ing from the modern house with which it connected and 
from the property as a whole. But a redwood rem odeling 
job w orked an am azing transform ation. At right you see 
that same garage, now complimenting perfectly the home 
and usable as a guest room, den, garden house or chil­ 
dren s w ing. Rough-sawn clear all-heart redwood board 
and batten siding coated with a w ater repellent has been 
used to achieve the new-look exterior. Cadences of slim 
w indow panes alternate with the redwood. One side of the 
structure is open entirely to the garden patio. 


Glorifying A Garage With Redwood 


A dilapidated and unused garage, bad­ 
ly out of place beside a modern house, 
can be remodeled with redwood into an 
attractive addition to the main building, 
giving the owners much needed extra 
guest and family space. 


Refurbished with clear all-heart red­ 
wood board and batten siding, the exteri­ 
or blends perfectly with the contempo­ 
rary architecture of the house and the 
surrounding garden. 


I HE INTERIOR ceiling is covered 
with laminated A-grade redwood decking 
streaked with cream-colored sapwood 
and the walls were paneled with clear 
aii-heart redwood in the same board and 
batten pattern as the exterior. If the 
original foundation and framework of the 


garage are in good condition, no major 
structural repairs need be made. 
Architect Ervin Bell, who also de­ 
signed the house shown on this page re­ 
tained and expanded the sliding garage 
door to allow one wall of the remodeled 
structure to be completely open during 
good weather. When the sliding door is 
closed, narrow glass panels filter light 
in. 


Inside, a handsome ceiling angles up to 
a skylight, while accent spotlights play 
up the pattern and texture of the mellow 
redwood surfaces. One wall contains an 
ingJenook window framing a view of dis­ 
tant mountains. Furniture is simple, 
beds are built-in, bookcases line the 
walls.

variously as a study, garden house, chil- 
d/en’s wing and guest room. 


The redwood garage remodeling job is 
an example of what can be done without 
a great financial outlay and is only one 
of many possible residential projects.

Some remodeling projects can be done 
by a skilled amateur handyman, but 
most require professional advice and 
help. Doing it right first saves money 
and time later.
